In I'-th?, he acknowledged to 'he
fullest extent, the right of an Elector to kn<>w the opi¬
nions of the candidate. To the Editor of the Inquisitor
he said:."I have kyka rei.irvfd that every Elector
IIAS A RIGHT TO MAKE Ills cam. Upon those who offer
their services to the people, and that the canhioatf.s
ark bound to answer it. i might avail myselfof the
kind of exception which you make in favor of those
who have had an opportunity of showing their political
opinions by their conduct."
